Chemical Change Is Slight. 

The chemical change is slight and 
the effect is hardly discernible by the 
present methods of analysis. The bac- 
terial results, however, are very de- 
finite and it is in the bacterial con- 
tent of the water that the danger to 
public health may lie. It might be 
Weil to note here that complete ster- 
ilization of the water is not neces- 
sary, since certain of the common 
bacteria are more hardy than the 
pathogenic ones and if they survive 
the treatment they are not objection- 
able in any way 

The ideal method therefore in deal- 
ing with any given water is to find 
by bacterial analysis just what 
strength of the sterilizing solution is 
required to eliminate all the bacteria 
of vuqual hardihood to the pathogenic 
ones and then to increase this dos- 
ing 30 to 40 per cent. to cover varia- 
tious in the organie content of the 
water It is quite possible that any 
chemical effect on the water could not 
Le detected at this stage. If, however, 


it is destratle to have a definite 
chemical test to control the dosing, it 
is quite feasible to increase the dos- 
ing until there is a trace of free 
chlorine present at the end of the 
given time of contact. 

Professor Edwards then gave a 
chemical test by which the dosing 


ean be controlled by even unscientific 
labor, and proceeded: 
A Well-Known Case. 
There is such a strong sentimental 


objection in many minds, however, 
against drinking “treated water” that 
it might be well to point out the 


judgment in the well-known litigation 
between Jersey City, NJ, and the 
Jersey City Water Supplly Co. In 
this case, after the sterilization plant 
of the water eompany had been treat- 
ing over 40,000,000 gallons of water 
daily for several months, and after 
most of the well-known men in the 
esst familiar with the subject had 
given evidence, the master of the 
court of chancery gave his decision 
as follaws: 

“Upon the proofs taken before me 
of the constant observations of the 
efiect of this device, I am of the 
opinion and find that it is an effect- 
ive process which destroys in the 
water the germs, the presence of 
which ja deemed to indicate danger 
including the pathogenic germs, 
that the water after this treatment 
attains « purity much beyond that 
attained in water supplies of other 
municipalities The reduction and 
practical elimination of such germs 
from the water was shown to be sub- 
lally continuous,

Laudstory Article from the Pen of # Sta Cortespondent of Lon- 


don, Pitinnd, Trade 
ties of the City. 


A recent issue of The Economist, a 
trade journal of London, England, 
has a highly laudatory article on Ea- 
morton from the pen of a staff corres- 
pondent of that Journal. The article 


reads as follows: 

From Winnipeg your correspondent 
travelled on to Fdmonton, making 
slight detours enroute to visit Prince 
Albert and Saskatoon. Edmonton, 4s 
the map shows, is the most northerly 
city in Canada, Already in early 
September the ground at daybreak is 
white with frost. But the climate is 
glorious at this season of the year, 
with alr as stimulating as champagne. 
Eamonton is a great railway centre. 
Frem a railway point of view it is 
especially ihteresting at the present 
time, becatise the railhend of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, which 
is to join Edmonton with Prince Ru- 
pert on the Pacific const, is now some 
12% miles west of Edmonton, This 
railway now provides the shortest and 
quickest route between Edmonton and 
Winnipeg. The distance by this route 
js 793 miles, which is covered on the 
newly-built line in about 30 hours. 
Considering that the line has only re- 
cently beeh Opened for passenger traf- 
fie and that the road bed has not 
properly settled down, the journey 18 
performed in very great comfort. 
‘There ® an alternative route by the 
Canadiau Northern Railway. ty this 
route the distance is 827 miles, which 
is covered in about 35 hours. The 
Conadian Pacific Railway has not yet 
completed its track to Edmonton. It 
mede Strathcona, on the opposite 
bank of the river and just adjacent 
to Edmonton, ifs northern terminus, 
but it is now rapidly extending into 
Edmonton 

Edmonton is the capital of the pro- 


vinee of Alberta. It is a singularly 
pleasing place, occupying a pictur- 
esque situation on the high banks 


which overlook the beautifully wood- 
ed valley of the Saskatchewan, 
Though at present boasting a popula- 
tion of only 25,000, the city confident- 
ly expects to have a population of 
three or four times that number with- 
in the next few years, nor, in the 
judgment of your correspondent, is 
it likely to be disappointed. For be- 
sides being the centre of a fine mixed 
farming district there is also an abun- 
dance of lignite coal of high grade 
undelying the city, and any industries 
esiablished at Edmonton are protected 
ugainst competition by a very !ong 
railway haul from the nearest manu- 
facturing centres. 


It is imposible to compute the ex- 
tent of the territory for which hd- 
monton will be the distributing point, 
The city js situated at an altitude of 
2,000 feet, and the ground dips to the 
north, Thus, though one gets into 
mere northerly latitudes, as one goes 
nerth the climate does not get colder, 
for the further one goes the lower the 
elevation gets and the longer the sun- 
shine of the midsummer days lasts. 
At Fort Vermillion, which is more 
than 400 miles north of Edmonton, 
magnificent crops of wheat and other 
xroins have been raised for many 
years, and ordinary farming opera- 
ticns are salt to have heen very suc- 
cessful in this neighborhood. For 
Vermillion is in the Penate River dis- 
trict, and those who are intimate with 
local Gonditions claim that the general 
charateristics as to soil and climate 
are more favorable in the Peace River 
settlements than in the older settle- 
inents to the south and east. Land 
in these districts is all Government 
land, and a homestead of 160 acres 
can be had by anyone for a payment 
of ten dollars. But there is no need 
for the prospective settler to go so 
far afield. Free homesteads can still 
be obtained within 40 to 150 miles 
of Edmonton and in districts likely to 
be made accessible by railways in the 
near future. 

The far north, however, forms but 
a portion of the district of which Ed- 
monton is the distributing point, In 
addition thereto about 50,000 square 
miles of fertile country, now partially 
settled and capable of supporting a 
dense farming population, look to thie 
city as their commercial centre. 


From the foregoing it will have 
been gathered that conditions are 
favorable at Edmonton for the de- 


velopment of a great wholesale centre 
There are facilities for transportation, 
and a big consuming area capable or 
indefinite expansion, which is protect- 
ed from competition by geographical 
ecnditions, Another most important 
requisite is at hand, viz., unlimited 
supplies of cheap fuel. Recent Gov- 
ernment reports estimate the available 
coal contents of the Edmonton form- 
ation at 60 milions of tons. The coni 
lies near the surface and is cheaply 
mined, There is no explosive gas ana 
but little trouble with water. It is 
at present supplied for the use of the 
municipal public utilitles at $2.65 per 
ton delivered. At present agriculture 
is the principal wealth producer ot 
the district, but there is no reason 
why in thre manufactories should not 
spring up As the city is surrounded 
by such fine mixed farming and dairy 
lends, it is natural that it should have 


developed into = meat packing cen- 
tre There are already five packing 
establishments, the principal one of 


which was erected by a leading Chie- 


ago firm of meat packers The lead- 
ing Canadian banking . institutions 
have evidently made up their minds 


av to the future of Edmonton, and the 
numerous handsome edifices in which 
the banking business is conducted not 
only add to the beauty of the city, but 
stand as evidence of the opinion of the 
directorates of there inettu- 
tions as to the soundness of Ndmon- 
ton’s business and the development in 
prospect 

This promising little city ts 
developed on the surest of all possible 
foundations, viz., the wealth of the

Matnificent roots and vegetables 
are also grown in this district without 
fertilisers or artficial watering Wild 
hay fs plentiful. The district gener- 
ally is parklike, with wide expanses of 
fertile soil between the wooded tracts, 
and liberally \proyided with streams, 
There is sat tome 2 great future for 
alfalfa, whieh" has been grown at the 
experimental, farm with success, So 
far Little has been done in the way of 
fruit cultube. (But it has been demon- 
strated by éxperiment that enormous 
yields of/ finest’ small fruits, such 
as strawys, Hee and other berries and 
ourrantd cin be grown with the great- 
est suceéss, It will thus be seen that 
conditions are favorable not only for 
growing grain, roots, vegetables, and 
frvits, but for the raising of all kinds 
of stock as well. It is a mixed farm- 
ing district par excellence, and hence 
profits are far more assured than they 
would be in a district where only 
grain could be raised. The soil and 
climate are specially suited to the pro- 
duction of cultivated grasses, and the 
enormous stacks of wheat straw, and 
bat straw ieft on the fields after 
threshing provide excellent fodder, 80 
that the farmer who wants to get the 
best returns from his land and wants 
to keep busy in winter as well as

There is a good opportunity for an 
English investor to lend money here 
cn mortgage of farm lands The 
money is usually lent for a term of 
fivé years, and @the Interest runs as 


high as 8 per cent per annum. Usually 
not more than 40 per cent of the es- 
timated value of the property is lent 
out on first mortgage at this rate. So 
far the business has been in the hands 
of insurance and finance companies, 
but it is possible for the individual 


investor to lend eut sma!l sums. The 
method is to lodge the money for 
Investment With a Well-known local 


Canadian bank, with instructions for 
the bank's solicitor to do the needful, 
which is done at, the expense of the 
borrower, The solicitor acts as 
lender's agent, and sees to his inter- 
e*ts.
